Dear Editors: 


I wonder if Miss Dorothy Bond who 
has made her Catterina famous through 
her cartoons knows that Edgar Allen 
Poe had a cat named Caterina—(only 
one “t’”). 

I first came across a reference to 
Caterina in Van Vechten’s Tiger in the 
House. He quotes a visitor to Poe’s 
Fordham cottage in 1846 as saying: 

“The weather was cold and the sick 
lady (young Mrs. Poe) had the dread- 
ful chills that accompany the hectic 
fever of consumption. There was no 
clothing on the bed which was of 
straw but a snow white counterpane 
and sheets. She lay on the straw bed, 
wrapped in her husband’s great coat, 
with a large tortoise shell cat on her 
bosom, The wonderful cat seemed 
conscious of her great usefulness.” 

Van Wyck Brooks in his World of 
Washington Irving says, “Virginia 
(Poe) died on her mattress of straw 
hugging her tortoise shell cat to keep 
warm.” 

However, I did not learn the cat’s 
name until I read Hervey Allen’s [srafel 
—Life and Times of E. A. Poe. There I 
found many references to Caterina. 

“Caterina, the cat purred on the ample 
plateau of Mrs. Clemm’s lap.” 

“Little Sis (Mrs. Poe) went upstairs 
coughing to bed with Caterina, the cat.” 

“Caterina walked about the cottage, 
her tail in the air, sometimes perching 


on Poe’s shoulders or lying upon Vir- 
ginia’s bed.” 

In many years of collecting cat poems 
I have never seen one written about 
Poe’s Caterina, so have made an effort 
at it myself.

A QUESTION OF WHO IS NEUROTIC 


By Nadya Olyanova 


I am a slave to a Siamese cat. By this 
unguarded admission anyone but a cat 
lover would know I am somewhat aber- 
rated! I'll wager Min Chu is the most 
beautiful, gentle, lovable, intelligent cat 
in the world, and I challenge any other 
Siamese cat owner to tell me there is 
another who can hold a candle to her. 
But she’s neurotic as all get-out and 
would provide a field-day for any cat 
psychiatrist! I'll describe some of her 
symptoms and see if you don’t agree 
with me. 

It’s undeniably true, as the psycholo- 
gists say, that a neurotic child is the ex- 
tension of a neurotic parent, usually the 
mother with whom it spends most of its 
time. So a cat, conditioned by the fears, 
wishes, frustrations or successes of its 
owner, reacts in the same way. Take for 
instance: those cats who live on a farm 
where they keep the barns mouse-free.

They know they can get 
special privileges by using attention-get- 
ting devices, and Min Chu uses them to 
the limit. She knows my weaknesses and 
plays on them with the subtlety of a vir- 
tuoso. I indulge her because I identify 
with her. This is another way of con- 
fessing, albeit unconsciously, that I wish 
someone would pamper and give me 
special privileges! Not consciously, you 
understand, for on this level I am some- 
thing of a door-mat personality. And 
Min Chu walks over me—if ever so 
gracefully—and makes me love it! 

But not to be entirely subjective, let 
me describe to you another neurotic iden- 
tification, quite the opposite of mine. I 
know a New England spinster who keeps 
her two beautiful Siamese in cages all 
day long. She scoffs at the idea of breed- 
ing them yet they remain unaltered;

spoil them. She projects her own unful- 
filled existence upon them and as a re- 
sult the poor little creatures are just as 
frustrated, repressed, unhappy, nervous 
and tense as she is. They look at you 
longingly from behind their bars, beg- 
ging for a chance to gaze out of a win- 
dow, or run up a tree, or chase a ball or

something. But “no”, insists their cap- 
tor—though she lives in a house in the 
country surrounded by trees and grass— 
“my pets will never set a paw on grass 
if I can help it.” She prates about her 
love for animals, but in my book this 
comes under the heading of self-love. 
Could this be the reason why she re- 
mains a spinster? 

Any reputable psychiatrist will tell you 
that this individual feels inadequate un- 
less she can dominate and control others, 
and since humans resist her, she vic- 
timizes animals. (She has a dog, too, and 
I wish you could hear her laying down 
the law—her law—to him.) And the only 
way she can control her cats is to keep 
them caged! She’s determined they will 
be her slaves, and since this is contrary 
to cat nature, they have become neuro- 
tic, just as is their owner. 

Now, I suppose I’m the other extreme, 
a victim of ailuromania—to coin a word. 
This means that Min Chu’s comfort and 
happiness constitute my greatest obses- 
sion. She romps, plays and races like a 
kitten, though she’s eight. You should 
see her leap from chair to desk to man- 
tel, then race across the floor with tail 
pufted up, then do a hop, skip and jump 
back to the top of the TV set! 

But it took me two years to develop 
her to this euphoric stage. When she 
was given to me at age six, she was the 
saddest, sickest, most unhappy cat this 
side of Siam. Her fur was coming out in 
handfuls, the result of a dread skin af- 
fliction. Her owner had deserted her 
when he tired of his hobby of breeding 
Siamese, and she was left with a Blue 
companion to roam the nearby country- 
side. Kind neighbors fed her when they 
remembered, and she slept among in- 
sect-infested bushes. I had much to do 
to make it up to this rejected child. I 
took her to a vet, a very honest man, 
who shook his head and said bluntly: 
“I'll give her six months at best unless 
she has best of care; daily skin treat- 
ments, proper diet, lots of affection.” I 
had my orders and I followed them 
though it turned out to be a full-time job. 

Separated from her Blue companion, 
Min Chu cried for a few days and would 
stop only if I picked her up, or brushed 
her. The crisis of change threw her into 
a siege of calling within a week, and 
knowing only one answer to that, I had 
her bred. But I didn’t know that she’d 
been bred too often and she gave birth 
to one still-born. Did that stop her call- 
ing? It did not. Again I visited the vet 
and after a thorough check-up he said 
she had ovarian cysts and must have 
surgery. Wait, he said, until she’s 
stronger. We waited. 

Meantime, Min Chu presented another 
problem. She couldn’t be left alone in 
the apartment even for an hour without 
crying mournfully, as my neighbors told 
me. I was always in a tizzy to rush back 
when I went on necessary errands. I 
could hear her when I put my key in the

downstairs lock. I knew of cases where 
mothers were confined indoors with sick 
children, but this role was new to me. I 
consulted books on cats and finally went 
to see Doris Bryant whom I consider an 
authority. She summed it up in one sen- 
tence. Min Chu would stop crying, she 
said, when she felt more secure. (Shades 
of baby yowling her head off when mama 
is out of sight!) But Min Chu is no 
longer a kitten; she’s mature, I tried to 
reason. I wasn’t allowing for her neuro- 
sis based on her fear of being abandoned 
again. I thought only human beings 
could feel rejected. 

Then came the neurotic behavior that 
left no doubt in my mind. One day I 
brought home a kitten who was to be 
Min Chu’s companion, to pick up the 
slack left by her separation from the 
Blue. Did she accept the kitten? You ex- 
perienced Siamese cat owners know the 
answer. Sweet, gentle Min Chu, who 
never showed her claws except to sharpen 
them on my straw hamper—(and I wish 
you could see that hamper now!)— 
growled, spit, slashed her tail and tried 
to claw the little kitten. She would have 
no interloper in her domain! I found 
another home for the kitten that night! 
But Min Chu wasn’t sure. All that night 
and the next day she guarded the door; 
she wouldn’t eat; slept only in snatches. 
And as a result of the threat to her 
security she developed what the vet diag- 
nosed as colitis. Those of us in the know, 
recognize this illness as a neurotic symp- 
tom, and I should know because I was a 
victim of it for a number of years. Par- 
enthetically, I might add that both Min 
Chu and I are now rid of it. But at the 
time, it meant a change of diet. “Chicken 
and rice,” advised my vet. I am still 
cooking and deboning chickens for Min 
Chu, as she turns her nose up at fish of 
any kind—even lobster—gives meat a 
desultory lick. Now, what kind of a cat 
except an advanced neurotic would walk 
away from minced porterhouse steak? 

But wait, you haven’t heard all. She 
won’t eat at all unless hand-fed—unless 
ravenous, which is rare because of regu-

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Did you remember your vitamin pill 
this morning? Was it a green one, a blue 
one, or a red one? It would seem as 
though we are in an age of taking our 
physical nourishment by pills and cap- 
sules. I hope the day never comes though 
when that T-bone steak is in a capsule. 

Seriously, however, great advances 
have been made in the field of vitamin 
development and we all, at some time or 
other, share in these scientific achieve- 
ments. Our pets, too, come in for a large 
share of these modern developments, for 
without a doubt vitamins do play a very 
important part in the health and wel- 
fare of our cats. Now we can be advised 
as to what vitamins are necessary for 
the building of sturdy bodies and good 
coats on our furred friends. 

It takes only a small amount of vita- 
mins contained in a regular diet to keep 
the bodies of our cats functioning prop- 
erly. It is only when certain deficiencies 
are known to exist that we must resort 
to large doses of concentrated vitamins. 
The best way to give the necessary vita- 
mins to any animal is by feeding a well- 
balanced diet. The various plants and the 
vital organs of other animals thus fed in 
the diet ordinarily will provide the proper 
requirements. Should a diet be known to 
be deficient in any of these, though, it is 
a good practice to provide a vitamin sup- 
plement such as those advertised in Cats 
Magazine. 

One often wonders as he sees the great 
assortment of wildlife that surrounds 
him how these animals survive without 
any addition of vitamins to their diet. 
Somehow the creatures of the wild are 
given a sense that enables them to eat a 
diet that for them is a balanced one. 
Plant-eating animals obtain all of their 
necessary requirements by eating a 
proper assortment of plants, and the 
animals of the carnivorous group (of 
which cats are a member) likewise ob- 
tain necessary elements by eating the 
vital organs of animals upon which they 
prey, where those vitamins are stored. 
Not all of these vital organs are included 
in the meats with which we feed our 
cats, so it becomes almost a necessity 
to include in the meat diet a selected 
supplement. 

At present, it is not possible to say 
what the daily requirement of a cat 
should be in this respect but it is well 
known what a deficiency of vitamins can 
do. And while science experiments with 
what vitamins are vital to our pets we 
have become accustomed to giving multi- 
ple vitamins without the knowledge of 


what the correct proportions must be. 
This is the best that we can do. While 


we know we do give vitamins in certain ° 


areas where they are not needed, they 
are in no way harmful and we have the 
assurance that we are making the proper 
addition in those places where it is of 
vital importance. 

What is a vitamin? Many people ask 
the question and you may have wondered 
at times, too. Vitamins are chemical sub- 
stances which are required in certain 
amounts to make organisms function 
properly. Along with minerals and other 
nutrients, they make a team with each 
having a particular job to perform. The 
lack of any part of this team or of sev- 
eral parts may cause poor appetite, slow 
growth, shabby fur, nervous conditions 
and even death. Vitamin play their most 
important role during rapid growth, kit- 
tenhood, times of illness, pregnancy, 
and lactation. It may be necessary to re- 
sort to concentrated doses of vitamins as 
well as minerals during these periods in 
the cycle of cat life. 

VITAMIN A 

Considerable attention has been given 
to experiments with this form of vitamin 
and its value has been associated mainly 
with the eyes and some forms of skin 
disease. mucuous membranes are 
directly¥depe§dent upon it for a healthy 
condition\ang the ability to resist infec- 
tion. Teethespecially in the kitten stage, 
will grow better and the formation of 
the vital enamel is greatly aided by it. 
Sometimes the lack of it can be directly 
traced as the source of failure in breed- 
ing by the females. The quality of gen- 
eral growth and the maintaining of 
strong healthy bodies depend upon its 
presence in the system. Some forms of 
kidney stones have been attributed to a 
lack of this chemical substance. 

For vitamin A to exist in appreciable 
quantities, the diet must contain fat. But- 
ter, cream, egg yolk and fish liver oil are 
good “A” producers as are green leafy 
vegetables and carrots. Halibut liver oil 
is used over cod liver oil where a greater 
potency is desired. 

Fresh preparations of this vitamin 
should always be used for it is easily 
destroyed by oxidation due to is unstable 
characteristics. It is stored in the liver 
of the cat for future needs as they pre- 
sent themselves and is in no way toxic. 

VITAMIN B COMPLEX 

Vitamin B is a group of substances 
all coming under the heading of Vitamin 
B complex. By far, these are the most 
important vitamins for the development 
of cats. All cats seem to have a craving 
for fresh liver. This sounds reasonable 
for fresh liver is one of the greatest 
sources of this group. When feeding 
meat, however, remember that heat is 
one of the quickest destroyers of vita- 
mins and your cats will obtain their 
greatest nourishment from meat when it 
is fed raw. 

The B complex group is as: follows: 


FROM “A” TO “K” -- VITAMINS FOR YOUR CAT 


Thiamine (Bt) 

Thiamine is an excellent aid to the de- 
veloping of a good appetite and it can 
also be used as a stimulant. It is appar- 
ently harmless and the dosage need not 
be large or the trial period a lengthy one, 
for results will appear quickly if they 
are to come at all. Rich sources of thia- 
mine are fresh liver, fresh heart, whole 
wheat flour, and dried split peas. Con- 
tinued diarrhea in a cat can mean a 
great loss of this substance and when 
these cases come about it should be re- 
plenished. A lack of thiamine in the cat’s 
system can lead to eventual heart trouble, 
and anemia and paralysis of the back 
legs are believed to be marks of its de- 
ficiency. 

Riboflavin (B2) 

Riboflavin is found in abundance in 
milk, eggs, liver, yeast, and muscle meat. 
A cat deprived of this vitamin can de- 
velop anemia, sore mouth, impaired 
nerves, and will be found to produce 
poor litters. 

Niacin 

A lack of niacin can cause a skin con- 
dition similar to pellagra in human 
beings. Excellent sources of it are yeast, 
milk, liver, and cereal grains. 

Pyridoxine (B6) 

Pyridoxine is essential in helping the 
nervous system and preventing anemia. 
It is found in yeast, milk and liver. 

Choline 

Choline is necessary for fat metabol- 
ism and its presence in insufficient 
amounts can result in serious damage to 
the liver and the kidney. 

Pantothenic Acid 

Little is known of this vitamin of the 
B complex group other than that black 
rats turn gray when lacking it in their 
diet. I wonder if it in any way would 
keep black cats black all the year around. 

Biotin 

This vitamin seems to have an im- 
portant bearing on reproduction and 
lactation. One experiment found that 
animals fed large amounts of egg white 
produced litters either paralyzed at birth 
or still-born. The addition of biotin in 
the diet partially corrected these abnor- 
malities. 

Inositol 

This is another vitamin about which 
little is known, but it has some effect on 
fat metabolism. 

Para-Aminobenzoic Acid 

This fellow has a long name but he 
has a good use for he aids in restoring 
the color of fur to animals. 

Folic Acid 

This vitamin is widely found and is 
very active in the promotion of growth 
and the prevention of anemia. 

Vitamin Bi2 

This is one of the newer vitamins. It 
is extracted from liver and its main use 
is in acute anemia. It finds its greatest 
help to those cats that are allergic to 
liver or those that cannot be given liver

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Cats Question Box 


Conducted by E. A. Renaux, D. V. M. 

I have had two litters of kittens born with their eyes wide 
open. Both litters were born of different queens, but sired by 
the same male. Kittens were full-term, had nice coats, and 
except for the eyes were normal in all respects, but they lived 
only three to four days. The male has sired other beautiful 
and perfectly healthy kittens. Could this condition come from 
a faulty diet for the mothers? 

—Mrs. H. H. H., Lexington, N. C. 

I can’t give a satisfactory answer to this. The two differ- 
ent mothers would restrict the breeding factor, and if it were 
a faulty diet, the kittens shouldn’t have been as well de- 
veloped as you state. Coincidence—the fact that it could have 
been due to an unrelated pre-natal influence—seems the logical 
possibility. 

Four questions: If I should spill a hot liquid such as boil- 
ing water on our cat, what could I do immediately before 
taking him to the Veterinarian? What is the correct term 
for, and the meaning of paw maneuvers? Our neighbors call 
it “marching.” Can you make a cat purr? Our cat will eat 
nothing but canned fish food and drinks very little water. 
Should we force him to eat other foods? 

—Mrs. C. H. V., Chicago 
(1) In the case of severe burn, I feel that the animal can 
best be wrapped in a cloth or towel that has been wet with a 
salt solution made of one teaspoonful of salt to a quart of 
water. This will help prevent too great a loss of fluids from 
the body. It is not wise to use ointments or oils, since in 
many cases these will not be desirable and the veterinarian 
will have to clean them off. (2) We’ve heard paw maneuvers 
called “pressing” and “kneading.” In addition to showing 
enjoyment this way, it is also noticeable if there is any pain 
or if the cat is about to go into labor. Just why, I do not 
know. (3) Why a cat will purr or will not purr, only the cat 
can tell. They do not necessarily have to be happy or con- 
tented, as I have had some of them purr while being given 
hypodermic injections. (4) As long as the diet is a prepared 
food, it very probably is adequate for normal requirements. 
As for drinking, let the cat judge how much water he needs; 
he will take in enough to care for his body requirements. 

Our young female shorthair has one runny eye—the left, 
which has bothered her since the day we got her five months 
ago. There seems to be no infection, but the eye waters con- 
stantly. Do you think it could be a plugged-up duct, and if 
so, what could be done about it. I’ve had her to two veter- 
inarians, but neither seemed to know what was wrong. One 
gave a bottle of cortizone eye medicine, one a metaphen solu- 
tion 1:2500, but with no particular effect.

There could be the possibility of a closed tear duct, but I 
have not recognized this condition as a persistent cause of run- 
ning eyes. These ducts can be flushed, but it is a very tedious 
and exacting procedure. The other trouble that I can think 
of, especially since it is just one eye that is bothered, is the 
growth of very fine hairs on the inside of the eyelids of the 
affected eye. These hairs are very difficult to find, but if the 
light is placed just right and the lids are rolled outward and 
examined closely, they can be seen if they are there. Some- 
times they are very short, and a magnifying glass or other 
mca”’s of magnification ts helpful. If it is found that this 
condition is present, the hairs cannot be removed permanently, 
but will have to be plucked periodically.

Ch. Longhill’s Tres Chic 
of Flagstone, and following in order to make up the top ten 
are Ch. Shawnee Heather, Ch. Lynwood Chu Chu, Ch. Chirn 
Sa-hai Zohagal, Normont Snow Shoes, Dbl. Ch. Chirn Sa-hai 
Ricki, Ch. Dixiland Banner of Windibank, and Ch. Maun Ting. 

Keeping the Shorthair Kitten Honors all in the family, 
Mrs. C. G. Learn’s Siamese Blue Point Bult’h Hex and his 
sister, Bult’h Hope captured both ASK awards. Ch. Silver 
Rocks Bit of Honey had the considerable distinction of being 
Honorable Mention Shorthair Female and at the same time 
gaining the Orange-Eyed White DSH Female A-S ribbon. 

A strong historical note is struck this year by SHM Dbl. 
Ch. Tyrol of Moonlight, who as All-Southern and All-Ameri- 
can in 1947, the first year of the awards, is the only cat in the 
country who can claim award wins over such a long span. 
Tyrol also was A-S in 1948. 1950 is represented by Normont’s 
Angelique who has been A-S and A-A every year since then, 
and by Ch. Miss Hogan AS 50, 52, 53, and AA 52, 53. (Ch. 
Glad-Low’s Red Coach of Shawnee was A-S in 51 and 52, and 
Tpl. ‘Ch. Elco’s Rudolpho of FarFin has been A-S and A-A 
every year since IQ51. 

Ch. Christmas Cotton Bear gained AS, AA in 1952 and 
AS 53, while Mystical of Cobourg was a 52 and 54 All-

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"TIS LOVE AND LOVE ALONE

So many delightful letters have come 
in from readers lately that I want to 
share some of their comments, especially 
since it pleases me to know there are 
many other cat-lovers who “spoil” their 
pets just as much as I do. 

These letters were inspired by a recent 
column in which I explained to Mr. and 
Mrs. W. J., owners of a small Siamese 
kitten, that their pet, who wanted to 
sleep with them and stay near the table 
at mealtime, was to be indulged rather 
than reproached. 

Mrs. J. H. writes of this Siamese kit- 
ten: “Why shouldn’t the poor lonely 
mite sleep in their necks on dark nights, 
with the world only nine weeks old, and 
grown dark and fearsome? A Siamese 
who spent a summer with us ate at our 
table sitting on a short stepladder. He 
got the idea at once and ate off his 
plate daintily as the Chaucer Prioresse, 
never dragged food off the plate onto 
the table or floor. 

“Cats are being included at the table. 
Who wouldn’t? Any visitor not appreciat- 
ing our attitude was not urged to Stay. 
Cats are the artists and prima donnas 
of the animal world. Not to understand 
them is not to deserve them.” 

Another first-rate cat spoiler is Mrs. 
F. B. C. of Ridgewood, N. J., who 
points out that cats are full of affection 
and it is up to their owners to respond 
with equal love. 

“That involves a lot more than petting, 
which is only temporary assurance of 
affection,” she writes. “Cats need the 
same, easy, thoughtful consideration one 
would give to a child or an adult in your

home. Our Biscuit is a huge, cream- 
colored Persian, 9 years old. We never 
ignore him. He does not like to be he'd, 
but we talk to him or about him and he 
contentedly answers, even when napping, 
by fanning the tip of his tail up and 
down. 

“He usurps my chair before I get 
down to breakfast, so I say ‘Where’s 
Biscuit? — There he is!’ pull out the 
chair he is in, draw up another for my- 
self, and we sit side by side throughout 
the meal. He sometimes repeats this at 
my daughter’s place at dinner, but al- 
ways comes to my right and waits for a 
taste as soon as I have finished serving. 

“He is sitting now on a shelf in the 
pantry with his elbows on the window 
sill about four inches above. He will lie 
stretched out on the sill to sleep. We 
have screens, of course. We take him 
out into the garden on a leash and let 
him expore, if he likes, or just lie in 
the ivy, which he loves.” 

With all the neglected, mistreated cats 
there are for cat lovers to feel sorry for, 
it is good to hear of the many other 
pets who have found happy homes full 
of love and understanding. 

I have quoted these letters, also, to 
give new cat-owners a clearer idea of 
the kind of person you must be in order 
to enjoy the companionship of a cat and 
to evoke the warmth and confidence of 
a cat so that he will be a really happy 
pet in your home.

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MRS. PEDULLA ON JUDGING III 

Another duty the judge has is keeping her 
“book” in order, she must watch all thru the 
judging that she will HAVE a cat eligible for 
each win, for instance, if a Novice is going 
to be Best Novice or Best Opp. Sex Novice, 
it cannot be beaten by ANY other cat on that 
particular win. It does NOT have to have a 
winner nor BOC, but must NOT go down to 
another Novice for BOC of the same color, 
although another Novice CAN have a win- 
ner and NOT be as good as the one chosen 
FOR Best Novice. IF the cat is Champion 
§.H. it MUST go Best or Best Opp. Ch. in 
competition with ALL other Champions, along 
with getting Best or Best Ch.—Best or Best 
Opp. SHORT Hair, if accidently the judge 
forgets that the S.H. Champions ARE in com- 
petition with the L.H. Champions—the S.H 
then is OUT of the running for Best or Best 
Opp. Cat in Show. 

No, the job of judging is not an enviable 
one, it is very hard work with risks of losing 
friends if she refuses to “hand” wins, also 
loss of reputation as both a judge AND 
breeder. If the judge cannot choose close to 
the actual ‘‘Bests’’ for winners, then she 
obviously does NOT know a good cat, and if 
she cannot recognize a good cat, she cannot 
breed one. 

There is also another factor, the standards 
can be interpreted in a number of ways, and 
unless the judge gets each breeder of each 
breed to thoroughly explain as well as show 
her the desirable traits of that particular 
breed—AND have a thorough knowledge of 
WHAT those fanciers are breeding FOR, she 
cannot do as good a job. There are also 
breeders of many years standing who STILL 
cannot interpret the standard of their own 
choice of breed, they cannot see the differ- 
ence between an extra typy animal, and one 
that is just average. The difference can be 
very plain even to breeders of entirely dif- 
ferent breeds, but not to the breeder who 
cannot interpret her particular standard. She 
cannot understand w L year after year her 
cats do NOT get wins, because she does NOT 
know WHAT the breeders are breeding FOR. 
She cannot see, although she can be shown 
again and again, the difference. Judges are 
NOT made, they are born. That there ARE 
few born judges is all the more reason why 
the others must not be heckled and discour- 
aged. They DO deserve even more credit for 
at least making an _ attempt! 

I know at least 30 Siamese breeders well 
qualified to become — who will not 
even think about it, I have also seen a Sia- 
mese breeder Judge—one who actually breeds 
only ONE color of Siamese who—in judging a 
Long Hair show—did a better job than a real 
L.H. breeder AND a better job on ALL S.H 
divisions than many judges who have owned 
those breeds! SHE is a ‘‘Natural’’ born judge! 
Not my own opinion only — I circulated 
among the breeders whose cats were being 
judged and listened to comments. 

The blame in the long run reverts to the 
breeders themselves. IF they would put up 
more time and cash, IF they would take on 
the responsibility of judging themselves, they 
would not have so much to complain about! 
All I can say is, if you do not like the way 
the shows are judged, get in there and try 
it yourself! BUT no matter what, give those 
who actually ARE trying, full credit for 
having the nerve to at least do a job that 
very few will attempt! 

ith all I have written there is still much 
more that I should put in. It would take a 
book to explain all the things that would 
make a good judge, and there is no one who 
can be infallible in their decisions. It is not 
enough to own one of each breed, nor even 
to breed one litter, even a show type litter. 
The experience will be with the breeder from 
whom the cat was bought, without her 
atient breeding for type, where she has 
earned the pitfalls, she cannot appreciate 
the true value of the animal. 

Out of curiosity alone, I do value discus- 
sions of other breeds their difficulties in get- 
ting their choice of breed close to their 
standard, and I guess I make a nuisance of 
myself at times. I know what trouble I have 
had myself, and like to compare ‘“‘troubles’’. 

I hope I have not insulted the Novice 
breeders, but I sincerely DO hope I have 
jarred loose some of the “seasoned” breed- 
ers into getting on the judges lists! Same 
thing swalles in judges, the larger the choice 
—the better the judging will bel 


Schools for judges ma pele, BUT they are 
NOT the answer. In EVER business that 
has a school to teach that business, there are 
always a few who really are tops, have no 
trouble at all—others who work way harder 
and come out— they know their busi- 


ness but never actually making any out- 
standing success of it. That is NOT just 
chance either. Some are better naturally than 
the others, in other words, they are ‘natural 
born’ workers of their particular professions. 
Those who are not ‘“‘naturals’’ work twice as 
hard with thaps half the results! 

It is hard enough to be a judge, but the 
very hardest decision must still be made— 
IF the judge is popular. The choice will have 
to be—between the cats AND the judging. 
oe times that judge has spent most of 
her life and money on animals, because most 
breeders cannot resist an animal, particularly 
if it is a good one ,it does not even have 
to be a cat, I myself have gone quite crazy 
ever an English Bull dog, simply had to have 
him, the fact that he was the Best Bull 
Dog an_ outstandi Bulldog breeder had 
ever bred, which I did not know—he had al- 
ready won Best Bull dog in the Northeast— 
HE was the one I had to have—out of all the 
others, A short time back, it was a love 
little pure white Manx, I also wanted THAT, 
although I am not a Manx breeder, and even 
though two judges put a much larger Blue 
Manx over the white. I wanted THAT one, 
but, the breeder would not part with him. 
It is the same with all Cat fanciers, and that 
last decision IS by far the hardest they will 
ever have to make. 

All in all it looks to me as if judging has 
enough against it, without breeders howling 
all over the place, the judges may not be 
perfect, but they certainty RE trying, and 
that is more than most breeders will do. 

I have answered as well as | can at this 
point, I am not taking the novice breeders to 
task, every one I have ever known, has 
asked the same questions as Mrs. Havill, 
those questions should be answered. This is 
my version, and it is very incomplete.

VITAMINS 


in large amounts. Many new uses are 
being studied for this vitamin. 

In summarizing all of the vitamins 
found in the B complex group it must 
be mentioned again that they are im- 
portant to the welfare of our cats. They 
are a great aid to the appetite, cell forma- 
tion, very good for sound nerves, help 
prevent certain forms of paralysis, are an 
aid to strong healthy litters and help 
the mother cat in nursing her kittens. 
While very little is known about some 
of them, the future will provide greater 
knowledge. 

VITAMIN C 

Another name for Vitamin C is as- 
corbic acid. The discovery of the proper- 
ties of this vitamin enabled man to make 
long ocean voyages and trips into the 
polar wastes without fear of the dread 
disease scurvy. Cats possess the means 
of manufacturing their own vitamin C, 
thus it is not necessary to have concern 
about it. However, the occasional addi- 
tion of a little broccoli, or tomato juice 
to the diet will supplement the cat’s own 
production. 

VITAMIN D 

This substance is well known as the 
“sunshine” vitamin and if not present in 
sufficient amounts rickets can develop. A 
pregnant female must be fortified with 
Vitamin D, for it will prevent rickets in 
the kittens and as they begin to eat for 
themselves, its addition to their diet will 
strengthen their developing bones and

teeth as it has a way of working to- 
gether with calcium as a booster. 

Fish that have a great amount of oil 
such as sardines, salmon, or halibut are 
good sources of “D” and can readily be 
mixed with any meat to provide an ap- 
petizing dish. 

Vitamin “D” must be carefully used 
and it is best obtained from a natural 
source. If given in too large a dosage 
it becomes toxic. When using it as a 
cure for rickets the dosage should be 
veterinarian prescribed, and if handled in 
this proper manner its use will be very 
beneficial. 

VITAMIN E 

Wheat germ oil is an excellent source 
of this vitamin which is essential in the 
process of reproduction. An increase of 
vitamin E will cause the male cats to 
show desire for mating and in females 
it is a contributing factor in the pro- 
duction of litters for it will prevent the 
loss of litters through premature birth 
and other causes. 

The writer believes all the claims made 
for this vitamin to be of interest. You 
might try this vitamin and notice the 
changes in your cat. Of course, being an 
oil it is distributed to the hair causing 
the fur to become sleek looking. 

VITAMIN K 

Great use for this vitamin has been 
found in its antihemorrhagic qualities. 
In cases of severe bleeding either by 
cuts or hemorrhaging due to the birth 
of kittens, dosages of this vitamin will 
help in stopping the flow by causing the 
blood to clot. The vet should handle any 
case of this type for he can easily pro- 
vide the required dosage and give it 
quickly by injection. 

With all this talk of vitamins you can 
see that it is of benefit to both yourself 
and your cats to see that their diet is a 
nutritious one. Where you cannot pro- 
vide the natural food make sure that you 
use a supplement and the result will be 
cats that are healthy, full of vim and 
vigor, and with coats that are sleek and 
beautiful. 


The next time we get together on 
these pages we want to talk about min- 
erals. With that discussion and with your 
background in vitamins you should 
really be on the way to having cats that 
will be healthy enough to make anyone 
proud to own them. How is it the old 
story goes?—Whatever one puts into a 
thing, that’s what he’s going to get out 
of it. I guess that it’s about the same 
way with our little friends. Give them 
your best and they’ll return it with in- 
terest. Good luck to you and yours.

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lar feeding. I started this pattern when 
she was seriously ill and had to be han- 
dled delicately as an invalid. Now she sits 
in front of her plate of food, looking in- 
to space—waiting. Waiting to be hand- 
fed or she doesn’t eat! If this isn’t a re- 
minder of the child who has to be spoon- 
fed, then I don’t know my child psy- 
chology. But then what else can you ex- 
pect from a cat whose owner prefers 
caviar on black bread with tea for break- 
fast? 

It is not impossible that I transmitted 
some of my anxiety during these two 
years to Min Chu, since she is so sensi- 
tive and impressionable. Added to her 
other ailments, she had five teeth ex- 
tracted; then the hysterectomy, not just 
an ordinary spaying job; then the inter- 
mittent recurrence of her skin infection 
which cortisone ointment has finally 
cleared up. And Min Chu is so condi- 
tioned to receiving treatment of one kind 
or another, that she senses uncannily 
when the top of a bottle is being un- 
screwed—even if it’s the one containing 
her vitamins. (She knows the difference 
between my vitamin bottle and _ hers.) 
Just reaching on her shelf—whether for 
the Petromalt (which most cats love but 
has to be given her by force), the Milk 
of Magnesia, or even her claw clippers, 
is enough to send her scurrying into her 
box or under the bed. The latter is her 
place of refuge when it thunders—but 
then she’s not the only one who’s afraid 
of thunder and lightning!! (In child- 
hood, I usually hid in some dark corner 
when it thundered.) 

Min Chu has as many moods as a 
prima donna. She’s whimsical, contradic- 
tory, impredictable, perverse. But she’s 
also endearing and dependent. Perhaps 
I’ve made her so because of my own 
inner need (to be needed), but she never- 
theless rules me with a silken paw. 

Let me spread my papers out on the 
desk with a view to working and Min 
Chu is on top of them, defiant as a rebel. 
She almost seems to say: “Never mind 
work—petting me is more important.”

Dr. J. Mosier, a clinician at the Kan- 
sas State Veterinary College, performed 
the first successful operation in Kansas 
for the removal of cat kidney stones. 
the patient was Smoky, eight-year old 
Persian belonging to Marlis Mann, Hays, 
Kansas. The operation took an hour, the 
stones were removed from the bladder 
where they were causing Smoky much 
agony, a new abdominal opening was 
made and Smoky was stitched up for re- 
covery. Convalescence took four weeks, 
and from what we have heard to date, 
recovery has been complete. 

From Columbia, Mo., comes word of 
another unusual operation, this one, how- 
ever, performed several years ago. Al- 
though he is now twenty-two years old, 
there was a time when Floppit, part DSH 
belonging to Mrs. Lloyd Q. Thomas, 114 
Anderson Ave., was not expected to at- 
tain such longevity. This was when he 
was a mere six-year old. He had been 
ailing for sometime but his family was 
unaware that an abcess was forming at 
the base of his tail. Increasing in size, it 
finally eroded through the tissue and on 
a day when the family was leaving for a 
special social function, his tail dropped 
off. Floppit who appeared to be dying, 
was rushed to a veterinarian who treated 
the area, prepared it for surgery and 
sutured the tail back in place. Two weeks 
later, Floppit, complete with tail, was 
back home ready to resume normal 
healthy life. Today, he weights ten 
pounds, has an alert look, and though 
his eyes have somewhat the watery cast 
of old age, his vision remains good; his 
hearing is unimpaired, although he has 
been treated for temporary deafness; his 
teeth are going, but not gone. In short, 
for a fellow of 154 (human calendar) 
he’s in excellent shape. 

One last medical item reports Dr. John 
Cole, an Oxford University researcher in 
Physiology, after intensive tests dis- 
covered cats were predominately left- 
handed. Of sixty cats used, twenty-three 
were left-pawed, twelve right-pawed and 
the remaining twenty-five were ambidex- 
trous. The experiment tended to show 
“handedness” in men and animals is not 
a result of feeding habits (ordinarily 
cats do not use their paws to get food 
into their mouths, as they did in these 
tests). Dr. Cole suggests the difference 
is due to the nerve fibers on one side of 
the brain being larger than on the other. 
Cats and parrots were among the two 
animals predominately left-handed.

As he had picked 
out the kitten he wanted and was holding 
it in his arms preparing to depart, the 
woman had that moment of doubt known 
to all of us. “I don’t know if that one is 
big enough to eat yet, or not,” she said. 
A look of extreme alarm came over 
the little boy’s face. “Heaven’s, Lady,” 
was the reply, “I Jove him! I don’t want 
to eat him.”
